Pacific Union Should Have Sound Economic Base

Politics Of Survival 


The midyear economic report of the President 


—which tells more about the presidential state of 
m.nd than the January message on the State of 
t:ic Union—reveals that Mr. Truman intends to 
put the 82nd Congress over a political barrel. 


"Where we go from here depends on the de- 


cisions made by the Congress," he says, re- 
ferring to his request for emergency economic 
controls ar.d higher taxes.' "We can drive ahead 
on the course of the present defense program, 
or we can retreat." 


This means that Congress is going to be 


blamed by Mr. Truman for not giving him pow- 
ers he knew he couldn't get. 
It means that tne 


breakup of the coalition which kept Franklin D. 
Roosevelt ar.d Harry Truman m power, but never 
has given Mr. Truman a working majority in 
Congress, is going to be used as a slur against 
the entire legislative branch of the government. 


It means that national survival is going to 


become an issue in the 1952 election; that Mr. 
Truman is going to contend that, unless he is 
given everything he wants, Congress is thereby 
guilty of trying to wreck the country. 


This Is the kind of biting, gouging politics 


which has barred Mr. Truman from congression- 
al confidence. 
He alone is right, he contends. 


Everybody else is wrong, out of step, fall of 
malice and ignorance. 


What Will Consumers Do? 


While the conference comm.ttce reconciles the 


Senate ar.d House versions of emergency econom- 
ic controls, a great many thoughtful economists 
are chewing their fingers over a more vital mat- 
ter—the attitude of the consuming public. 


Like the legislators who must patch up the 


hodge-podge bills representing the troubled un- 
certainty of congressmen, the economists wish 
they had a crystal ball. Without it, they can only 
make shaky guesses. 


One of their shaky guesses Is about a current 


condition of mass psychology. They have a hunch 
that something has been happening to public opin- 
ion and emotion in the last few months which 
may have heavier Impact on natural controls 
than anything which has been happening in Wash- 
ington. 


Their hunch Is backed up by reports on cur- 


rent economic conditions, as distinct from predic- 
tions about future conditions. They take note that 
the wholesale price Index has dropped for the 
seventh consecutive week. They are studying re- 
ports from retail business showing a general 
stickiness in the movement of inventories, and 
the moving ahead of sales dates in the hope of 
accelerating the movement. 


And they are aware that psychology, more 


than anything else, caused the sudden soaring of 
prices after war began in Korea a year ago last 
June There was an artificial demand for goods- 
scare buying. The question is what will happen 
it the effect of the scare buying continues to be 
discounted by popular reluctance to keep on act- 
ing scared. 


The consuming public hns within its power the 


abi'.ity to bring down prices far more effectually 
than they could be brought down or held down 
bv government intervention in the complexities 
of economics.

Most often, armies lived 
on the lands they invaded. 


In our complicated age, food is 


not only essential raw material of 
war or of defense. 


Although Japan lost World War 


Two long before the A-borr.b was 
hurled at Hiroshima because the 
American Navy' had cut off her 
food supply, the fact is that her 
rubber and oil supply also were cut 
off by our Navy. They could not 
proceed without these raw mater- 
ials. 


WHEREAS WITH long planning 


and development, the North and 
South American continents could 
be made self-sufficient, at present 
the United States must import cer- 
tain essential raw materials if it 
is to be able to defend itself com- 
petently against Soviet Russia. 


It must import raw rubber, chro- 


mite, tin, manganese, cobalt, baux- 
ite (fcr aluminum), tungsten, lead, 
copper and zinc. It is at present 
also importing iron, 
but under 


stress can produce its own supply. 


Without these products, in ade- 


quate amounts, the United States 
cannot fight and win a war. 


As a matter of fact, in a war 


against Russia, our on',y advantage 
is superior industrial capacity de- 
pending upon a steady and rhythm- 
ic supply of raw materials. 


It is to Russia's interest to ham- 


per and even destroy American ac- 
cesses to raw materials outside our 
boundaries. 


Some of these items must at this 


time come altogether or in part 
from the east of Asia: 


Raw rubber from Malaya, In- 


donesia and Siam; tin from Malaya 
and Indonesia; manganese 
from 


India; tungsten from 
Siam 
and 


China; chromite from the Philip- 
pines. 


Some of these products also.may 


be obtained in other countries, but 
raw rubber and tin are pressingly 
Far Eastern products. 


There was a time when such pro- 


ducts as chrome and manganese 
could be imported from Russia, but 
it does not make sense to expect 
that country to be a source of mill- 


Thr Temperature Of War 


For the time being, the hot war in Korea is 


luktw^rm. No large-scale battle is in progress 
or in prospect An American soldier, a Turkish 
soldier, or a Chinese fighter can .be reasonably 
corfident of staying alive, even though stationed 
in a forward area. 


If nil goes well at Kaesong, the temperature of 


\vnr in Korea will drop stil! further. There will 
be an armistice. And perhaps in a year from 
now. the Korean peninsula will be in peace, with 
no moie tumult, shoutir.c, despair and dying to 
innVc the days and nights hideous, 


But without a transformation in the policy of 


intorrntionnl communism, Korea then will have 
prised from a state of hot war only to a state 
of cold war. There would be no let-up in the 
conspiracy's efforts to dominate the Korean Pen- 
ins.i'a. Until that has been clone, there is no 
ch.irco for Russia to dominate Japan, v.hich is 
the real ob..ective.

That source is now completely 


One of the 
reasons why the British were so 
anxious to have Soviet China rec- 
ognized by the United States was 
that their great trading firms, such 
as Jardine, Matheson, could export 
products like tungsten to the United 
States, making a great profit out of 
a scarce commodity. 


They did very well exporting raw 


rubber to Soviet Russia and Soviet 
China, raising the world price for 
that commodity unnecessarily and 
thereby indirectly placing a tax 
upon this country. 


If the Pacific Union, on which 


John Foster Dulles has been work- 
ing, is to be vital in our affairs, 
one of its major tasks must bo the 
distribution of Far 
Eastern

materials in such a manner as to 
make available, for the manufac- 
ture of war necessities whatever 
can be contributed most advantage- 
ously to the defense of the area. 


FOR INSTANCE, it would have 


been advantageous to India if she 
bartered manganese and monazite 
sands for American wheat. 


Actually, the so-called Russian 


contribution of wheat is largely a 
bluff and India cannot be regarded 
as a friendly country as long as 
it w.thholds from the United States 
materials essential to our very ex- 
istence. 


We do not know what barter ar- 


rangements India has made with 
Soviet Russia. 


If the Pacific Union is intended 


to include all the anti-Communist 
countries of the east of Asia, surely 
Malaya, Siam, Burma, Formosa, 
Indonesia and French Indo-China 
must be added to Australia, New 
Zealand, the Philippines and Ja- 
pan. 


Together, these countries repre- 


sent a telling supply of crucial raw 
materials. If these countries estab- 
lish a two-way co-operation, such as 
thus far has not quite become pos- 
sible in Europe, the Russians will 
find that their conquests in Asia 
have been severely and perhaps 
even permanently arrested. 


In a word, if the Pacific union 


is put on a sound economic as well 
as poetical base, it will be a tre- 
mendously important agency for 
the containment and perhaps in 
time for the defeat of Russia,

In 1949 the Senate passed a num- 


ber of corrective amendments to 
the Taft-Hartley law. 


They were blocked in the labor 


committee of the House because 
the administration and the labor 
union officials took the position that 
they must have repeal of the whole 
law or nothing. 


Secretary- Tobin and the C.I.O. 


shll take that position and up to 
date, while many amendments have 
been discussed, none has been giv- 
en consideration by the labor com- 
mittee, either in the Senate or the 
House. 


It is naturally feared that if the 


subject is opened at all, there may 
be another knockdown, dri g-out 
battle on the whole Issue. 


VARIOL'S A F.I;, unions, howev- 


er, recently 
have 
pressed 
for 


amendments. 


Among these passed last year by 


the Senate, to which there would 
be general agreement, is the re- 
peal of the requirement for an elec- 
tion for the union shop; repeal of 
the requirement that officers of 
employers (companies), as well as 
officers of labor unions, sign anti- 
Communist oaths, and granting of 
permission to the unions, under a 
unionshop contract, to have Com- 
munists fired from their jobs when 
they are no longer members of the 
union. 
' 


A series of procedural amend- 


ments has been agreed to under the 
auspices of the American Bar As- 
sociation by lawyers representing 
both labor unions and employers 
to speed the procedure of the Na- 
tional Relations Board. 


A F.L. unions in the 
building 


trades and maritime industries are 
pressing fov amendments to modify 
the closed shop provision. The pro- 
hibition of the closed shop is an 
essential principle of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. 


There is certainly little freedom 


left in this country if a man has 
to join a union before he can get 
a job, and please the bosses of the 
union if he wants to get or keep 
a job. 


The urion officials have fought 


for this provision largely because 
it gives them arbitrary power over 
their men. 


Seme modification in the present 


law is certainly possible to meet 
the special conditions in these two 
industries. 


The building trades want the 


right to make a contract in ad- 
vance to supply labor for special 
jobs, particularly in remote loca- 
tions. This is really a modification 
cf the Wagner act rather than the 
Taft-Hartley 
act., because 
they 


want to make a contract before 
there are any employees to choose 
any union as their representative. 


In both cases it is true that the 


unions are in a position to supply 
the skilled labor necessary and that 


many employers desire to deal with 
them. 


It. is possible without permitting 


a closed shop to give these unions 
the right to act as employment 
agencies, if they are not exclusive 
and the employer has the right to 
employ someone else if he wishes 
to, or if the union itself in- its 
contract binds itself to recommend 


1 both union and non-union men with- 


I out discrimination. 


i 
If there is a union shop contract, 


' of course, the non-union men fur- 


nished would have to join the union 


. within a reasonable time—30 days 


under the Taft-Hartley act. 


ONE OTHER s o l u t i o n is 


proposed—that closed shop con- 
tracts be permitted, but that the 
government undertake to guaran- 
tee an open union. 


In other words, unions obtaining 


such contracts might be subject 
to government regulations as to 
their rules for admitting and ex-h 
pelling members, as to handling 
seniority questions, ar.d as to the 
periodic election'^of officers. 


The attack on the freedom of 


the individual workers results from 
the closed shop plus the closed 
union. One or the other must be 
open. 


The 
original 
committee 
con- 


sidered this solution, but decided 
against it because it involved so 
much government interference in 
the internal affairs of unions. 


In any event. I believe Congress 


should give careful consideration 
to amendments and adopt those 
necessary to correct mistakes in 
the Taft-HarCey law, or to meet 
special conditions where the gen- 
eral provisions of the law are not 
applicable.

"enabled 
many men to

the front line". 


Key to the Army's policy, he 


said, was treatment of psychiatric 
casualties "as far forward as pos- 
sible". 
Emphasis was placed on 


such things as promoting in the 
patient "the expectation of full re- 
turn to duty". 
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Controls Without Socialism 


Nothing could show more clearly 


the intense efforts of the prevailing 
advisers of President Truman to 
socialize the economy than the re- 
cent proposals for a new Defense 
Production Act. 


Proposed additions to the law 


enacted a year ago have been elim- 
inated after a struggle in Congress. 
But the fact that they were offered 
seriously by the President and his 
leaders in Congress shows how un- 
relenting the fight must be between 
our traditional freedoms and na- 
tional socialism. 


The bill that the President so 


ardently spoke about in his address 
to the nation five weeks ago was 
the most obvious grab for power 
that has yet been made by his ad- 
ministration. 


Many of its provisions were com- 


pletely unrelated to price, wage 
and credii controls. The President 
would have been able, under its 
provisions, to grant and to revoke 
licenses for every business in the 
United States. 


UNDER THE Selective Service 


Act, 
the President 
already can 


take over any business if it fails 
to manufacture what che admin- j 
istration wants for the defense ef- , 
fort. , 
I 


But under this new bill, the Pres- j 


ident could p*t the government in- 
to any business. He could set up 
government-owned plants with gov- 
ernment-owned 
corporations 
in 


competition with private industry. 


He could move privately-owned 


plants from their present location. 
For the complete regimentation of 
the farmer, the President could 
impose marketing quotas. 


Finally, the President in this bill 


sought to put on the statute books 
the most important feature of the 
discredited, 
socialistic 
Brannan \ 


plan through so-called production i 
subsidies.

The latter would have been a 1 


politician's dream, because they ! 


would have given the farmer high ' 
prices and the consumer cheap [ 
groceries. The taxpayer would have 
stood the cost, but it is an assump- 
tion of this administration that it 
can make people believe that no- 
body pays taxes but the well-to-do.

Speechlessness At Great Length 


The Walcott-Charles fight was a 


rather pleasant and long overdue 
switch on what John Lardner used 
to refer to as the schizoid prize 
fight. 


The 
schizoid prize 
fight—you 


must have heard several—is one 
where a game of pattycake in the 
ring is transformed by an imagin- 
ative announcer into Armageddon, 
where the facts as seen by the 
ringside observers and those heard 
by the radio audience are as far 
removed as the planets. 


The end of the Walcott-Charles 


encounter, especially the confusion 
that ensued after the fight, put 
the shoe in the other horse's mouth. 


It was the reporters at the ring- 


side who got a little mixed up. 
Said one morning newspaper (the 
New York Times, but I don't think 
we ought to say so), "Walcott, 
breathing heavily, dropped to his 
knees trying to say something over 
the radio. He couldn't utter a word. 
And even if he could, he could 
not have been heard above the 
djn." 


THIS MUST have come as a 


shock to the televisicn audience— 
or perhaps they were looking at a 
different Walcott-ChaHes fight. 


As an old connoisseur of after- 


fight speeches, Walcott's was rath- 
er longer, much more coherent and 
certainly more devout than any in 
my memory. 


He sent his regards to his fam- 


ily, said hello to all his friends in 
Camden (N.J.) and, over and over, 
thanked God for his help in belting 
Charles senseless. 


In the wind-up—one of the great 


bits of after-fight oratory—he de- 
clared that he'd like to visit every 
Sunday School in the country, that 
he'd like to tell the kids that faith 
in God would see them through. 


In any case, it was one of the 


most eloquent flights of speechless- 
ness I ever heard. Never before 
has a fighter been unable to utter 
a word at such length. 


Not that the television broadcast 


was entirely devoid of its own spe- 
cial form of—shall we say—imag- 
ery. 


Not with Bill Stern around, it 


wasn't. Mr. Stern, whose faith in 
the Dumont network press agentry, 
is profound, repeatedly said that 
60 million people were seeing the 
fight on television. 


Well, let's see now. That's a lit- 


tle less than half the population of 
the country. It's about 20 more 
than N.B.C.'s estimate of the opti- 
mum TV population in the nation. 


The fight was carried on only 


47 of the nation's 107 stations and 
wasn't carried in 15 large cities 
which possess television stations.
